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Nauseating Welfare Abuses 


The Constitution has been saying all 
along there are gross abuses of Georgia’s 
welfare rolls. — ) 


Persons genuinely in need find it more 
difficult to get assistance, and. in amounts 
far below subsistence levels, because there 
are so many chiselers and leeches taking 
the taxpayers’ money. 


Now has come, from the Welfare De- 

- partment itself, incontrovertible proof of a 

situation, odor of which reaches from the 

the Capitol at Atlanta to the Capitol at 
Washington. | 


The/Federal Government, by not allow- 
ing grand juries and lawmakers to investi- 
gate relief rolls—and by virtually pro- 
hibiting adequate investigation of appli- 
cants—is partly responsible. . 

Because of this Federal rule, State Wel- 
fare Director Alan Kemper could not make 
public any names of the parasites who are 
permitting their own mothers and fathers 
to get on relief while they are well able 
to support them. 

The 31 cases Mr. Kemper cited are not 
by any means all the like instances of 
abuse of the public welfare system. But 
they are sufficiently nauseating to indicate 
a thorough investigation—and proper legis- 
lation—as being in order. 

Here are just a few of the loathsome 
examples Mr. Kemper disclosed: 

A man and his wife both work. Their 


combined salaries are more than $600 a 


month. His mother lives with them, taking 
care of the one child. They pay her noth- 
ing, but she gets old-age assistance. 

A judge with a salary of between $10,- 
000 and $15,000—plus other income—re- 
fused to help his mother in a neighboring

‘The Strike ‘Ends— 
But the Condition Stays 


When his ire finally was aroused, Mr. 
Truman brought the railroad strike to the 
sudden and ignoble end it deserved. 


It is regrettable only that the President 
did not choose to act sooner. It will be 
several days at best before the transporta- 
tion snarl caused by the strike can be cor- 
rected. The lost production resulting 
from it can never be recovered. 


Railroad switchmen who chose to re- 
port, “sick” while the movement of war 
goods and vital civilian materials was 
halted now have gone back to work at a 
wage increase of about half that which 
their leaders approved in December but 
which subsequently was turned down by 
the membership. 


But this single illustration that some 
labor unions value their own interests 
more than they do the nation’s survival 
and welfare poses a problem both for the 
President and the Congress. There is no 
assurance the railroad strike will not be 
repeated in the future by some other union 
in just as strategic a place. In that case, 


must we endure the suffering and dis- 


location all over again? 


The switchmen’s strike revealed the 
union does not possess the disciplinary 
force, nor the members the self-discipline, 
necessary to obtain uninterrupted opera- 
tion of our economic system in a time of 
national peril. There have been previous 
illustrations just as pointed. At the height 
of World War II John L. Lewis led his 
coal miners out for a protracted strike. 
And although labor generally was pledged 
against strikes during the last war, there 
were thousands of “unauthorized” walk- 
outs. 


The country cannot permit a repetition 
of this situation in the months and years 
ahead. Mr. Truman’s action is commend- 
able but it has not effected ‘a cure. Until, 
and unless, labor unions and their mem- 
bers evidence willingness to subordinate 
their own interests to the national good it 
would seem advisable that the Congress 
study and act upon compulsory means to 
prevent crippling strikes. We cannot al- 
ways endure the damage while waiting 
for the President’s hackles to rise.

It should com- 
plete action on the so-called Fugitive 
Fathers Bill and the Welfare Department 
should be allowed to take liens on the 
property of relief recipients after their 
death. 

There is no excuse for Georgia’s bulg- 
ing relief rolls in these times of great pros- 
perity. And there is no reason at any 
time for abuses of the nauseating sort Mr. 
Kemper has at last brought out in the 
open. | 
Let the Legislature act. The Governor 
sensibly is behind reduction of relief rolls, 
despite the contrary tone taken by his 
newspaper, The Statesman, Which appar- 
ently has got the signals crossed in recent 
weeks.

The Unit Amendment— 
A Few Questions 


There are serious questions about the 
mandatory county unit primary amend- 
ment which are disturbing even the most 
enthusiastic leaders of the Administration. 

As passed by the Senate, by a bare con- 
stitutional majority, the measure did not 
provide any method for naming a party 
candidate in case the primary nominee 
should die before the general election. 

The House sought to correct this by 
amending the proposal to empower the. 
executive committee of a political party to 


name a nominee under such circumstances. 


It was passed as part of the bill by the 
two-thirds majority required for submit- 
ting a constitutional amendment. 

When the amended measure went back 
to the Senate the vote was only 30 to 19, 
which is not a two-thirds majority. _Ad- 
ministration leaders claimed an amend- 
ment to an amendment needs only a simple 
majority to be incorporated into the 
measure. Others disagree. There may be 
a court test. 

Even strong supporters of the county 
unit proposal are skeptical of the practical 
effects of the powers given the State 
Executive Committee. In case of death of 
a candidate nominated in the primary it 
would permit 120 politicians, handpicked 
by the Governor, to name a substitute. 

This could bring about strange situa- 
tions which neither faction would like. As 
Vincent Jones, of Jackson, pointed out, 
the people might wind up with a Gov- 
ernor, or Senator or other public official, 
of a political affiliation wholly different 
from the one nominated in the primary. 

The incumbent Governor appoints the 
State Democratic Executive Committee. 
Suppose the incumbent Governor’s faction 


were defeated in the primary by the other 


faction. Then suppose this nominee died 
before the general election. It then would 
be up to the Democratic Executive Com- 
mittee to name a candidate. Since this 
committee is a creature of the incumbent, 
it obviously would name a candidate of 
the Governor’s faction. The people’s vote 
in the primary would have gone for noth- 
ing. The Administration has chosen to 
ignore these points, but some of the Tal- 
madge leaders are worried. And the peo- 
ple will weigh them before they vote.

Camp Opposes 
‘Peril Point’? Plan 


WASHINGTON—As one of those who helped 

write the Reciprocal Trade Agreements Exten- 

0 Bue sion Bill, Rep. Sydney Camp, of Newnan, takes 

a critical view of the action of the House in amending the measure 

to restore the so-called “peril point” procedure which President 

Truman found highly objectionable when devised three years ago 
by the Republican-controlled 80th Congress. | 

Under a coalition of Republicans and Democrats the House 
rewrote the reciprocal trade program this week. Mr. Camp, a 
leading member of the Ways and Means Committee which drafted 
the three-year extension bill, fought vainly on the floor to pre- 
vent adoption of the peril-point provision. 

In a speech he charged that “there is nothing that could be 
done that would so jeopardize the trade agreements program or 
so cripple its administration as to adopt this amendment.” 

He reminded the House that in the Smoot-Hawley Tariff Act, 
which has not been repealed, there are more than 5,000 articles or 
items, each having many forms. and shapes, which would have 
to be defined as to the peril poiht, if the new provision is adopted 
in the law. 

“So you might say,” he added, “that there are 20,000 items to 
be dealt with. How long do you think it will take the Tariff 
Commission to set up peril points on all the goods manufactured 
in this country? 

“Let me tell you something else,” he declared. “Instead of 
helping this program, instead of helping to protect the interest of 
manufacturers in this program, it will so retard the work of the 
commission that they will never get around to all of them. This 
program has been in effect since 1934. It has been so successful 
that every big trade body in this country, including the United 
States Chamber of Commerce, is in favor of it. Since its incep- 
tion in 1934 there have been only 20 appeals from the decision 
of those administering the program.” 

Under the amendment complained of by Mr. Camp the Tariff 
Commission is required to determine the point, item by item, 
beyond which tariff duties cannot be reduced without imperiling 
American industry. President Truman vigorously opposed a 
similar amendment when it was adopted three years ago and after 
regaining control of Congress in 1948 had the provision repealed. 
The Senate is yet to act on the trade agreements extension bill. 


| st Representative Carl Vinson, of Milledgeville, 
No Politics chairman of the great Armed Services Committee 
of the House, wants the country to know that his committee is 
one group in’ Congress where politics never rears its head. When 
it comes to national defense affairs, his group, which he runs 
with an iron hand, operates strictly on a nonpartisan basis, he 
declared. 

Emphasizing the point in a brief speech on the floor the other 
day, the dean of the Géorgia delegation had this to say: 

“The .Armed Services Committee has always been nonpartisan. 
It was the same during the days when we had separate com- 
mittees for the Army and the Navy. Let me say to the member- 


ship that whenever, in my capacity as chairman, I address a com-~ 


munication onan official matter to any member of the Depart- 
ment of Defense, ‘a copy of that letter is always sent to the rank- 
ing minority member. If* there is any committee of Congress 
free of politics, where politics does not enter into any of its 
deliberations, it is the Armed Services Committee. We do not 
know Democrats. We do not know Republicans. We are only 
actuated by one impulse and one desire, and that is to do our 
job and see that the country has an adequate defense.” 

For this the Georgia member was warmly applauded. 

In a report to his constituents in the Seventh 
Ike Lauded Georgia Congressional District, Rep. Henderson 
Lanham, of Rome, praises Gen. Dwight Eisenhower for the 
straightforward message he delévered to the joint session last week. 
“Members of Congress,” he said, “were greatly impressed by and 
agreed with the General in his statement that America could not 
do the job of defending Europe alone... . As one Congressman 
remarked to me as we left the Library of Congress where the 
speech was delivered, ‘it would be pretty hard to vote against 
furnishing military aid and even troops for Europe after listening 
to the General’s speech.’” 

The Rome Congressman added that members of the House 
were relieved when Gen. Eisenhower emphasized that the furnish- 
ing of arms and equipment was more important than the sending 
of troops to. Europe, at this particular time.

The Welfare Problem. 


The Editors: Your editorial, “The Governor 
and Relief Rolls,” speaks of the undue increase 
in relief rolls. A study of the data provided 
in Table VI—1949-50 shows the Federal Gov- 
ernment benefit payments for employment insur- 
ance for the year averaged $12.35 for each U. S. 
citizen. If Georgia had received an average 
share of these benefits it would have amounted 
to $42,540,538.30 instead of $13,621,000.06, which 


' were the benefits actually received in Georgia.

This 
table shows that the funds available for future 
employment benefits are $6,689,000,000 and the 
part paid into this sum by Georgia was 
$104,000,000. | 

The discrepancy in the amounts each State 
receives is due to the welfare acts of the dif- 
ferent States. A comparison between the States 
of Washington and Georgia proves this to be a 
fact. The census of 1950 fixes the population of 
Washington at 2,378,963, Georgia at 3,444,578. 
The money workers received for employment 
insurance in Washington was $42,087,000, Geor- 
gia $13,621,000. 

Georgia leads in every item except the em- 
ployment insurance paid per capita. We can- 
not hold the Governor responsible for our folly 
before he was 21. But now that he has become 
aman and has assumed the responsibility as

College football in those ancient days when moleskins were 
moleskins was more or less.a student promotior. Complacent facul- 
ties, never once recognizing in the awkward muscle-strutting the | 
rival it now has today, left the management of athletics to interested | 
students. Usually a leader sprang up to coach and play, and even as 
late as 1920 a student-player coached the University of Georgia 
basketball team, and many others. When the faculties did rise up, 
it was to police rather than to promote athletics. 

Tramp athletes were common figures. They bounced from 
campus to campus until caught, or until the svring left their 
legs. Eligibility rules were unheard of and the NCAA was still 
a part of the alphabet. News moved slowly and there was no 
radio or television to keep every college hero under public 
thumb. 

College players were free to bet for or against themselves, and

‘Deep-Freeze’ Woman 
Warms Up to a Fever 


‘ By DAVID SMOTHERS 
CHICAGO, Feb. 9—(UP)—Chicago’s “deep freeze” 
woman rallied Friday after being frozen to a body tempera- 
ture of 64 degrees, and began running a fever. 


Mrs. Dorothy Mae Stevens, 23- 
year-old Negro, clung to life and 
appeared to be gaining strength 
in the second day after she was 
found frozen solid. She moved 
and talked feebly. 


There is no case in medical 
records of anyone surviving such 
a low body temperature. Normal | 
body heat is 98.6 degrees. 


Doctors at’ Michael Reese Hos- 
pital said her progress was “en-| 
_couraging” but refused to specu-| 
late whether, she would live or 
die. They said ¢hat they’d “simply 
never seen a se like this be- 
fore.” 


| Mrs. Stevens was taken to the 
‘hospital at 8:15 a. m. Thursday 


and blood pressure turned to 
about normal range. 

The freeze apparently disrupted 
Mrs. Stevens’ heat regulatory 
mechanism, and doctors said “a 
further rise in temperature would 
not be unexpected.” 

She had regained consciousness 
Thursday night and complained 
that “my hands and feet are 
cold.” 

Friday she asked attendants for 
simple needs, but her voice was 
feeble and speech impaired by 
the tube in her throat. 

She was being fed warm broth, 
orange juice and gelatin by mouth. 

If she lives, dictors said, it 
would be three or four days before 
she was out of danger, and an 
equal time before they could de- 
cide if her arms and legs must 
be amputated. 

Police said she apparently fell 
on ice in the alley in a drunken
